On this, Munna Khan alcrc- 
ted Munna Khan and party alongwith the kidnapped forest 
weapons and attacked the Police party. The Police also 
opened fire in self defence and rescued the two forest guards.

Israil, Constable Satyamuain Prasad and a licmc Guujd 
Jawan wete killed. On the other side one criminal namely

As the party headed by 
Shri Tiwari came near the Police Station, they found a mob 
of about 700 to 800 persons surrounding the Police Slation, 
On seeing the CISF party, the mob beenme furious and 
started throwing brick-bats and other weapons on the CISF 
part. However, the mob was chased away and Sub-lnspec- 
tor Tiwari entered the Police Station to rescue Shri Das.

On the 7th May, 1984, Constable Sakaldeo Singh, who 
was detailed for puisumg a case in the Courts at Sadar, 
Allahabad, boarded a bus to reach the Courts. About 75 
passenger were also travelling in the same bus, The bus was 
over-loaded and a large quantity of luggage including grains 
anti cycles were loaded on the roof of the bus. When the 
bus reached near village Bhagwatpur, it had to be diverted 
on a side ‘kuchha road’ as a culvert on the main road lay 
damaged. When the bus was negotiating this diversion, its 
loot tup touched a high tension electric wire on Asiawal 
Kalan ieeder. Anticipating the disaster, the driver of the 
bus jumped out shouting that the bus had caught electric fire 
and the passengers should come out of the bus. This 
alarm created confusion and panic amongst the pussengets, 
who started pushing each other to jump out. In the mean¬ 
time, the live electric wire broke down and fell on the 
ground on the left side of the bus causing imminent danger 
uf electiocution. At this point. Constable Sakaldeo Singn 
stood up to the call of time and, in utter disregard to his 
personal safety, started throwing out-lo-safety hs co-passen¬ 
gers from tho front window, By the time he could save 10 
passengers, he noticed that the whole bus had caught fire. 
Had ho wished he could also have jumped to safety but he 
preferred to save the lives of four childicn trapped inside the 
bus. He, without losing rime, threw all tho children out 
of the bus. In the process of throwing out fourteen co- 
passengers to safety Shri Sakaldeo Singh exhausted his ener¬ 
gies and had also received some burn injuries. Unfortunately 
his body got cntcngled in a Corpse lying on the ground 
though which electric current was flowing and lie died on 
the spot due to electrocution. In this incident 3? persons, 
including Constable Sakaldeo Singh died and the entire 
luggage was burnt to ashes.

Agra organised a raiding party and left for the house of 
Shri Goverdhan Lai. He divided the force into small parties 
and himself took ths position on the roof-top of the house.
